ITS CHARACTER. 
It is pre-eminently mission work, its main object 
being to save from infidelity and to bring into the 
haven of the Church dissatished Romanists, unsettled 


Protestants. 


ITS EXTENT. 

Previous to the inauguration of the new church 
building, April rst, 1888, 966 foreigners were already 
inscribed on the register of St. Sauveur. Since then 
262 have been added to the list which on this first 


of April, 1890, stands thus :

During the last two years 142 new foreigners have 
communed at St. Sauveur, 58 of whom have been 
received and confirmed by Bishop Whitaker and 
not one of whom was formerly an Episcopalian. 

It must be said that this work deals with a floating 
population ; not a small number of the persons regis- 
tered have left Philadelphia. Regrettable as this fact 
is, it has the advantage of extending throughout the 
land the influence of the mission. Correspondence 
and frequent occurrences prove that not a few have 
carried to their distant homes, the good seed here 
sown. 


Services. 

The holy communion is administered every 
Sunday. 

This service being especially intended for and 
attended by persons aspiring to a devout life, 15, 
conducted with that object in view, and the instruc- 
tion is suited to that class of worshippers. i 

The afternoon service is more propagandist. It is 
chanted throughout, the congregation joining heartily. 
Then the regular sermon of the day is preached. 

The Sunday School immediately precedes this 
service so that a larger number of adults may һе 
present. Тһе instruction is summed up and the 
religious exercises are conducted by the rector. 
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There is also, оп Friday evening, a congrega- 
tional service with address, followed by a social 
reunion which is found to be attractive to many, and 
profitable in various ways to all who attend. 

The Sunday services and weekly meetings have 
never yet been so much frequented by foreigners. 


Anodtrumentalities. 


St. Sauveur has now : 

Ist. Its own Prayer-Book: “ Manuel de Prières 
et de Cantiques,"" containing all the prayers used in 
the public services together with a collection of the 
best French hymns. 

Over two thousands of these books: have already 
been disposed of. 

2d. Its own “ Catéchisme,” simple and com- 
prehensive. It is valued by adults as well as children 
and distributed gratuitously. 

3d. Its own journal, :*L'Avenir," the only 
Episcopal paper ever published in French, and now 
in the tenth year of its existence. 

From the start it has covered its expenses. It is 
found to be a happy tie between all the members of 
the congregation, settled here or removed elsewhere, 
and an effective means of extending the knowledge 
and influence of the work. 
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Ghe HaridR Building 


was erected last summer and proves a most desir- 
able addition to the church proper. 

It consists of a vestry room, a Sunday School 
room, a library and reading room, and a hall for 
lectures and entertainments. 

The library contains already about three hundred 
volumes with several select French and English pub- 
lications, and the persons who take advantage of it 
and of the reading room are quite numerous. 

In fact, the parish building, with the various 
attractive reunions held there every week, is found 
to be an effective feeder for the Church. 


Benevolence. 


In connection with its religious mission, St. 
Sauveur accomplishes a benevolent work, which, for 
last year is thus represented : 


24 persons provided with suitable positions, 
8 placed in “homes,” 
83 financially assisted, ; 
32 provided more or less with decent clothing, etc.

It consists of American ladies, 
who, feeling a particular interest in the work are 
willing to aid in the extension of its various branches 
Some kind of entertainment is given each year un- 
der their auspices, to aid in the material support of 


the mission. 


2d. Тһе “Сша de Saint-Sauveur.” It is open 
for membership to all Communicants desirous of 
belonging, and to such attendants at the services as 
are presented by three communicants. It has for its 
object mutual help and edification. It holdsa formal 
meeting once a month, under the presidency of the 


rector, and informal meetings every week. 


To the Guild is attached a ** Bureau de Place- 
ment," under the charge of ladies of the congrega- 


tion. 
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Support. 


The annual expenses of the French Church, 
including salaries, fuel, light, advertising, interest 
on a loan of $4,000, etc., amount to about $2,800.

5. And chiefly by subscriptions and contributions. 


Now, it should be kept in mind, that, although 
St. Sauveur has a parochial organization, it is in 
fact, and must remain, a mission church, depending 
for its support on the generous help of Christian 
Americans. More than half the amount needed 
must be raised yearly in this manner so that the 
continuance of the work should be secured and its 

з contemplative development rendered possible. 


Let, therefore, our American brethren, liberally 
minded, and well disposed towards us, show it, either 
by inscribing themselves for an annual contribution, 
or by renting sittings on the terms mentioned in the 
following circular : 
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* A plan by which the French Mission of St. 
Sauveur, now solidly established and fully organized, 
may go far towards supporting itself and the free 
church system be practically carried out, is hereby 
submitted to your consideration, It consists in this: 


That the friends of said missionary work, who 
can afford it, should take in their own names one or 
several seats in said church, and agree to pay for 
each of them $ro per year, and that the use of the 
seats thus paid for should be made free by them to 
any person attending the church. 


“Ву availing themselves of this opportunity, the 
American families who employ the French in any 
capacity, would show, in a most fitting way, their 
interest in their employees as well as in our work, 
and likely awaken and develop in some of them, to 


their personal gratification, religious and grateful 
feelings."
